Mr. Mackay began life in Xew York 


a poor boy, became a ship carpenter, 
sailed for California in a vessel he had 
helped to build, turned miner there, 
and after years of Jianl v. ork with pick 
mid shovel in the mines he struck the 
srreatest bonanza lode of history and 
made inillions;-then lie icturiied to the 
city of his apprenticeship and won an- 
other fortune in colossol business en- 
terprises. During all these years Mr. 
Mackay never forgot his friends, and 
to the end of his life he gave money 
to the unfortunate and destitute with 
;i generous hand.

Mackay w#s so much concerned for 
their welfare that he made a special 
trip to Washington and saw President 
JIcKinley at the White House in the 
young man's behalf.

The presi- 
dent sent for the papers, and they were 
gone over at length. 


"I see," said the president, "that the 


man is charged -with deserting his post 
when intoxicated, and his 
offense

usual case. 
The officer has a good 


record behind him. 'I have known him 
since he was a boy. 1 knew his wife 
when she was a child, left an orphan."

He said he 
knew the man as a faithful, competent 
officer. ,,His spree was the result of 
prolonged exposure, and he was tempt- 
ed, like many- another young man.

I had not M. Jules Verne's address 


•when I arrived at Aiuiens station, but 
I soon found that it was quite un- 
necessary, £or everybody knew "M. 
Jules," as his fellow townsmen call 
the veu-ruu auuior, -wmi:* a corre- 
spondent of the London Mail. I found 
him at bis club, and it -nill interest 
English admirers of the man to know 
that in appearance he is exactly what 
the author of his books should be. 


Of middle height, white haired and 


ruddy faced, Jules Verne looks like a 
sea captain who is spending the au- 
tumn of a -well filled life on shore. Al- 
though seventy-four years old, suffer- 
ing from cataract and lame in one leg 
(he was shot in the foot by a mad- 
man some years ago), the old gentle- 
man is hearty in manner and brightly 
interested in all the world's doings, 
lie met me with an expression of groat 
interest in the phenomenal circulation 
of the number of the Mail issued im- 
mediately after the king's operation, 
about which he had just been reading, 
and for a few moments I found it very 
difficult to draw him on to talk about 
himself, for he prefers getting informa- 
tion to suppljing it. 


"1 really would much rather inter- 


view you than be interviewed," he said. 
"Yes, I suppose I may consider my 
life's work as nearly finished. 1 am at 
work now on my hundredth volume, 
and in the nature of things I doubt 
whether I shall ever write another. 
In fact, rny feeble eyesight prevents me 
from doing more than a page or two of 
it a day just now if I want to keep up 
with the world's news as well. Only 
eighty-four of my hundred volumes 
ha^e been published so far, and they 
will continue to appear at six monthly 
intervals, so that, of course, ten or 
twelve of them are very likely to be 
posthniiious. I work extremely quick 
when I am in health, and if the opera- 
tion for cataract -which 1 must shortly 
undergo restores my eyesight for nie, 
as the doctor hopes it will, I may after 
all go on into my second century of 
volumes, for I am quite untired, and 
work, either at my books or at the 
municipal business of Amiens, is my 
chief recreation. 


"The field of the romance writer of 


the future? 
You're quite right, the 


question is an iuteresting.,one, and I'm 
inclined to think my answer to it will 
astonish you. Where do I think will 
the novelist of the future seek the 
plots and the environment for his nov- 
els?" 


Jules Verne leaned forward and 


drummed gently on the table. "I do 
not think there will be any novels or 
romances, at all events in volume form, 
in fatty or a hundred years from now," 
he said. And the old gentleman laughed 
at my surprise. 


"No; I do not think there will be any 


novels. They will be supplanted alto- 
gether by the daily newspaper, which 
h?s already now taken such a grip of 
the lives of the progressive nations." 


"But the romance," I said, "the nov- 


el, the descriptive story, the story his- 
toric and the story psychological?" 


"They will all disappear," said M. 


Verne. "They are not necessary, and 
even now their merit and their interest 
are fast declining. As historic records 
the world will file its newspapers. 
Newspaper writers have learned to 
color everyday events so well that to 
read them will gue posterity a truer 
picture than the historic or descriptive 
novel could do, and as for the novel 
psychological, that will soon cease to 
be and will die of inanition in your 
own lifetime." 


Here M. Jules Verne got excited. "I 


am second to no living man," he cried, 
'•in my admiration of the greatest psy- 
chologist the world has ever known, 
Guy de Maupassant, and he, like all 
true geniuses, foresaw the trend of 
human ideas and deeds and wrote his 
stories in the smallest possible com- 
pass. Each one of De Maupassant's 
soul studies is a concentrated lozenge 
of psychology. 


"The De Maupassants who will de- 


light the world in years to come will 
do so in the newspapers of the day 
and not in volumes, and they will, as 
you newspaper men express it, crys- 
tallize the psychology of the world in 
which they live by 'writing up' the 
day to day events. The real psychology 
of life is in its news, and more truth- 
Truth with a big T—can be gathered 
from the police court story, the rail- 
way accident, from the everyday do- 
ings of the crowd and from the battles 
of the future than can be obtained if 
an attempt is made to clothe the 
psychological moral in a garb of fic- 
tion." 


''You mention battles. You do not 


think, then, that in the fullness of time 
all war must cease?" 


''No, I do not think so. Nature will 


always sway the world, and it is man's 
nature to fight for supremacy, no mat- 
ter how deadly the conflict may be- 
come."

Tisfy, recently appeared in Seattle, 
Wash., with a remarkable stcry of hl= 
having met tue escaped com ict 
Oregon a few nights before, when 
Tracy was lost all truck of by the 
pursuing parties. He adds that Tracy 
expressed to him a desire to get away 
and lead a moral life. 


Ward certainly would know Tracy's 


course if anybody does, says the Phila- 
delphia Press. The two were together 
concerned in seveial daring holdups in 
the vicinity of Seattle, and for oue oi 
these Ward was captured and ''did 
time" in the state penitentiary. 


When Tracy came to Seattle to con- 


tinue there his remarkable and pic- 
turesque career of ciime, flitting hither 
and thither like a will-o'-the-wisp 
through strong lines of heavily armed 
guards, killing officers of the law, irn- 
piossing innocent persons into his serv- 
ice, holding up families and snapping 
his fingers at all of the machinery of 
the law, Ward was aroused by the 
offer of a heavy reward to undertake 
tho capture.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Tobacco Bust Por Insect Pests. 
Bulletin No. G4, Texas experiment 


station, "Insect Pests Attacking Truck. 
Crops," is a valuable work. In this bul- 
letin tobacco dust, both as an insecti- 
cide and fertilizer, receives unqualified 
praise, and, while fully agreeing with 
most that is said, my experience is that 
it is not a "cure all." At present it is 
practically a waste product of tobacco 
factories, imd the nominal cost at 
which it may be obtained entitles it to 
a far more extensive use as a fertilizer 
aloue. Its ^qualified use as an insec- 
ticide must be taken with a grain of 
salt, as both worms and bugs of some 
species will Ity-e aud thrive hi it. While 
an extensive use of it on rosebushes, 
sweet peas, squash, cucumber, pump- 
kin and nniskmelon vines has given 
gratifying results, I almost ruined wa- 
termelon vines rrith its use. At least I 
was able to assign no other cause for 
the failure. I was using it unstintedly 
on all other varieties of vines and rea- 
soned that a like use would be helpful 
to the watermelons. The vines were 
varieties which were being tested, and 
they were treated the same as the oth- 
ers, being liberally dusted with tobac- 
co, with the result that instead of 
pushing ahead they began to go back- 
wr.rd and continued to do so until the 
dust was removed and the vines were 
drenched. This may not be conclusive, 
but it weaned me from the use of it ap- 
plied directly to tha vices. I still use 
it on nil other vines and work it into 
the soil both before and after planting. 
—J. E. Morse in Rural New Yorker.

Farmers Slionia Plan "Wort. 


Mistakes in farming are often costly. 


We should learn to avoid them by 
planning work carefully. I made a mis- 
take in not keeping all the stock niy 
farm would support, instead of selling 
bay and grain. The fertility of the soil 
was not kept up, but vras steadily de- 
pleted. I had too much under the plow, 
more than could be properly fertilized 
at reseoding. The same land was 
plowed too many years in succession 
before reseeding. Instead of raising 
corn and potatoes for market they 
should have been fed on the farm. Old 
pastures, practically run out, should 
have been plowed, fertilized and re- 
seeded. I did not give near enough cul- 
tivation to crops during periods of 
drought. In dry periods cultivation 
should be most thorough. Plenty of 
small fruit should be raised for home 
use and market Growing clover and 
plowing under to build up the soil have 
been found essential on my farm for 
Its best welfare. I kept scrub stock too 
long. The time is past when there is 
profit in anything but carefully select- 
ed animals.~-E. S. Barr in Farm and 
Home.

Ilidden in the 
hc-uit of llindoro, 


reached only by secret and difficult 
trails, guarded by Ceive men strongly 
armed, live a race of people as white 
as you and I. There seems only one 
plausible theory of the origin of such 
a race. Centuries ago tiie Philippine 
Islands formed a continuous chain 
reaching to the mainland before vol- 
canic disturbances caused the connect- 
ing links in the chain to disappear and 
the group to be parted from the coun- 
tries of the world, and it may have 
been before that parting that this 
white people or their forefathers found 
their way to the island of Mindoro. 
An upheaval cut them otT. we will 
suppose, from the laud that they had 
left, and there they settled, making the 
best of the situation. They shut them- 
selves in, safe from intiusiou in their 
mountain fastnesses. They taught their 
children to resent 
intrusion; they 


taught their children's children. It is 
a part of their creed to be sufficient to 
themselves. And yet, -without commu- 


it* 


nication with the 
enterprising 


world, they have maintained a certain 
degree of civilization. They are intel- 
ligent, quick to catch new ideas, peace- 
ful when not attacked, virtuous, indus- 
trious and domestic. 


The knowledge of this strange peo- 


ple came to me through a Filipino na- 
tive whose word Is good. He has seen 
these people; he has been one of the 
few to know them and have frequent 
communication with tbctn. What he 
told me was upheld by the priesc and 
the presidente of his province. Manuel 
Castro's story is a •wonderful one. 


"Do you know," said Castro, "that 


the island of Mindoro has a white race 
of its own? The people are as white 
is you. Dress them in your garments, 
and they would pass for Americans.'1 


Then he told me of the strange 


whites, for he goes to their outlying 
hamlets to trade with them and has 
done so for a long time. He is one of 
lie few outsiders allowed within their 
guarded boundaries. 


'Unless I had gone with friendly 


feeling and made them liuow it I would 
never have got inside or else I should 
never have come aVay .again," said 
Jastro. 
"The Spanish have tried to 


reach them several times, but they 
have gone armed. Therefore they have 
always met with disaster. Their'guard 
system is > perfect. The center of. their 
colony is the main town, of something 
ike 20,OuO population. 
This is sur- 


•ounded by a circle of hamlets of 200 
or 300 inhabitants each. They are built 
vith only ten or fifteen miles between 
each. 


•'When alarm of an approach is re- 


ceived in one of these hamlets, runners 
are sent out to all the rest, making a 
complete chain. The news is carried 
'ast. All the circle of villages is up in 
arms. Men with strange, ancient 
vcapons are ready. 
If the intruder 


ries to force an entiance.'a swift, well 
aimed arrow greets him, its point made 
deadly with poison. If he should es- 
ape this, he comes upon an array of 
poars and knives. 
The latter are 


urved like scimitors and are wielded 
by these people with deadly skill. If 
-ou approach with hostility, you will 
ancy them to be the most terrible sav- 
ges, but go in peace and you will find 
hem a people of much advancement 
ar above the Filipinos." 
Castro spoke of them with great 
ride. He boasted of their beauty, 
trcngth and courage. Their women 
re wonderfully beautiful, he .says. 
They are tall, as n Filipino reckons 


eight, being over live feet They are 
thletic and graceful. They wear a 
oose robe, falling from their shoulders 
nd belted with a coid of banana liber,

I speak Spanish— 
that is why I was chosen for duty -with 
the Philippine scouts—anil I can talk 
vrith these people. I want to settle 
among them and remain for a number 
of years until I know them so thor- 
oughly that I c.-in give a thorough ac- 
count of their customs.

Samuel Davis of Carson. Kev., who 


knew the late John W. MackTky. the 
last of the great bonanza kings o. 
America and a multimillionaire, per 
sonally for nearly thirty years, says in 
the New York Journal that he nev 
er seemed any different as a man 
His millions never caused him to forge 
his early poverty, and he never pre- 
. tended to be anything that he was not. 
He was aboveboard and natural in 
everything he did, and he despised 
pretense, or what Nevadans call "put 
ting on dog!" 


One evening in the Courier office 


called to find him studying an ordinary 
Echoolbook. He did not put it away 
but kept on studying and frankly said 
"I never received much education, ani 
I have to put In my leisure hours catch- 
ing ap. I was poor and never had fa 
cilities for improving my mind, ant 


f this I regret more than anything. 


•would sooner have a decent education 
than all this wealth." 


His purse was always open, and he 


had a lively vein of humor running 
through everything he did. He was a 
great admirer of the -writings of Ches- 
ter Hull, wtoe was a humorist of a 
quarter of a centnry ago. On the death 
of Hull I applied to Mackay for some 
ffloney for his widow. 
; "Is she young and handsome?" he 
asked. 
| "Neither," was the reply. 
1 "Then we must help her by all 
means. How. much can we give?" 


i "About five hundred." 


I "AH right," he said, drawing his 
checkbook. "How shall we divide it?" 
j -'You furnish the check and 1 will 
supply the stamp on the letter." 


He grinned at this, and it is ex- 


plained that it seemed but a proper 
segregation of the gift considering our 
respective incomes. He drew 
the 


check for five hundred, and as I left 
the room he called me back.

~ -Wanted to Pnt It on Sharon. 


i "No\v, I don't want any one to know 
of this; tell her you sent it." 


I replied that she would know better, 


and then he whispered in a chuckle, 
"We can lay it on old Sharon; tell her 
Sharon sent it, and when he gets her 
letter of thanks he won't know what 
hit him." 


1 promised to do so, but thought it

He was as 
good as his word. There was another 
similar case, and I called on Mackay. 
He took out $300 In greenbacks and 
said: 
, "Now, tell that woman that Sharon 
sent this money,and I have knocked 
off $200 "for the way you acted be- 
fore." 


I delivered the money and the mes- 


sage, but the ;woman said, "Oh, this 
came from Mr. jllackay, and he wants 
it kept quiet." 


I once saw an account book in the 


Bisters' hospital and, thinking ft public 
property, was glancing over it 
The 


entries showed thtit Mackay gave 
about §5,000 a month. Sister Fredereka 
took thejiook hastily and asked me to 
never mention tbe amount Mackay 
gave, as he told her if he ever heard 
of it he would discontinue the allow- 
ance. 


A Good Fairy to Miners. 


He wandered about tha miners' 


homes, and when he found cases of 
distress he quietly placed the names 
on John Mallon's books and fixed a 
regular allowance of groceries per 
month. Mr. Mallon once told me that 
this account averaged §3.000 monthly. 
When times' were dull on tbe ledge, 
he made it a rule to give married men 
first choice of work. He always con- 
sidered the stockholders first however. 
Bishop Whitaker asked him to' put a 
man on when there was no work. 


"I can't do it, bishop. It is not right 


to the stockholders to put on men 
•when there is. no work. Has he a fam- 
ily? Five children, you say? Well, 
here is a thousand to keep them 
through the winter, and if things pick 
up in the spring I will have a place for 
him."

heartbroken. Mackay called and con- 
soled her with the assurance that her 
husband was nil right and must have 
mislaid the money. "You know," snid 
he. "that be h:ul a «r»at unbit of 1 ear- 
Ing money about in his clothes and he 
( 


was very absentmiiided that way. 
Look in his pockets in some of bis 
Slothes in the closet" 


She looked in vain, and as he left 


the room he pointed to a coat in the 
hallway and said. "Look there." She 
did so after he went out and found 
nearly $3,000, the amount of the short- 
age. She opened the door to tell him 
the great news, but he was a block 
away, slinking along in the shadows 
and avoiding observation as if he had 
just committed a burglary- 


He was a man of great personal cour- 


age and never considered that his 
money gave him immunity from per- 
sonal courage in those days in Corn- 
stock. He was uncompromising in 
business and demanded exactly what 
was due from those able to pay. There 
was always more or less friction be- 
tween him and Fair.

of John W. Mackay's deeds: 


On one occasion when Mme. Sem- 


brich was singing in opera at San 
Francisco she learned of the critical 
condition of her ten-year-old son, 
whose death occurred soon afterward 
in Dresden. 
The singer cabled every 


day to her husband in Dresden for in- 
formation about the boy's condition. 
The fact printed in the San Francisco 
papers reached the eye of John W. 
Mackay, who was then in that city. 
He had heard Mme. Sembrich sing for 
the firsj time and was impressed not 
only by the great purity of her voice, 
but also by the fact that her anxiety 
over the critical condition of her son 
did not affect the superiority of her 
acting. 


Mr. Mackay bad never met the great 


soprano, but he nevertheless took the 
liberty of writing to her, expressing 
his admiration for her work and his 
sympathy for her and begging her to 
accept the free use of the cable facil- 
ities which he controlled during the 
illness of her son..

When John W. Mackay worked as a 


poor "placer miner, he was always care- 
ful to put by enough when he could to 
put him in a position to seize an op- 
portunity when it offered, or, saving 
that, to have something laid away for 
a- rainy day, says the San Francisco 
News Letter.

The library -which' Lord Acton' col- 


lected at Aldenham park, 'In EuglnaS, 
and for which he had,- some, thirty 
years ago, a special atlditi^p ,tp _ his 
house built, is so complete as n' store- 
house of modern secular and ecclesias- 
tical history that it is surpassed by 
few public institutions and is equaled 
by no private library in Europe or 
America, says the Xew York Times. 


In one respect indeed the library is 


unique. A large' number of the vol- 
umes were annotated by I.ord Acton. 
That great scholar, whose learning has 
been proverbial in England for the 
last quarter of a. century, wrote very 
little, but his enormous stores of in- 
formation were used in amplifying the 
volumes in his possession. Doubtless 
it is this fact that has induced Mr. 
Carnegie to present the books to the 
Eight Hon. John Morley, f«n- Mr. Mor- 
ley is perhaps the one ri.in in the 
world best equipped to utilize the 
knowledge -which is contained in the 
Acton books and the annotations "which 
Lord Acton made. 


The subjects which chiefly interested 


Lorcl Acton, such as the history of the 
papacy and that of modern I.urope, es- 
pecially Germany, France rnd Italy; 
the Jesuits and the evolution of polit- 
ical opinion and of political economy 
are most of them subject-, on which 
Mr. Morley is an authority. 
The li- 


brary is rich in volumes on these sub- 
jects and is particularly rich in Indices 
Librorum Prohibitorum, Jesnitica, col- 
lections of letters in Italian. Latin and 
French, books relating to the council 
of Trent and the massacre nf St. Bar- 
tholomew, Italian, Fiench •<!"! German 
local histories and histories of Prot- 
estantism in the several French prov- 
inces. 


One remarkable feature of the libra- 


ry is that it contains no nirities as 
such without other qualiti"- of value. 
Every book that Lord A ft in bought 
•was bought because he dc.sii. -1 to read 
it. The fact that a very Ini-te propor- 
tion of his books were exti i-nely rare 
and in some cases unique wrs only in- 
cidental.

REMARKABLE LETTER. 


Michigan Farmer 
Feared He

The Farmers' Power. 


While some people are lauding John- 


sou grass as a feed and valuable plant 
for their purpose Louisiana farmers 
are making war against the southern 
railroads for distributing and estab- 
lishing this grass along their lines. A 
bill is now before the Louisiana legis- 
lature which if passed Tvill require the 
railroads to get rid of the grass on 
their lands and keep it cut to prevent 
reseeciing. It is stated that the rail- 
roads will fight the measure, but as it 
is supported by farmers it is thought it 
will pass unanimously. Here again is 
an illustration of the power of the 
farmer in a community or state when 
he turns his face in the right direction 
and uses his influence to secure legis- 
lation in his behalf. 


Tliltmimc Fruits. 


There is no fixed rule about thinning 


fruits. The time to do the work and 
the distance apart depend largely upon 
condition's. One thing should be borne 
in mind, and that is thinning should be 
done before the seeds are well formed. 
When peaches reach the size of an or- 
dinary peach pit they should come off. 
As a rule too little fruit is taken off. 
Most successful peach growers thin 
from four to eight or ten inches. About 
six inches is the average distance. 
Pears should have about the same dis- 
tance, while plums will do well if left 
as close again. 


Penclies and Watermelon*. 


There is at least one place in Geor- 


gia where there will be peaches in 
abundance, and that is at the farm of 
J. W. Hale. He has 125 acres, of which 
every tree is loaded with fruit, and he 
estimates his crop at 20,000 crates. He 
also has twenty-five acres in water- 
melons, which are looking fine, and he 
says he expects to get twenty cars 
fram them if the season is propitious.
